:In addition to a manufacturing 
line to produce front-end assemblies 
for the 1986 Ford | Taurus 
automobiles, the Granite |City A.O. 
Smith Corp. plant has begun 
preparations for a second manufac- 
turing line to produce the frames for 
a 1986 model Dodge light truck, it 
was announced Wednesday by Jack 
M. Birchill, vice president of cor- 
porate. communication for A.O. 


Smith's corporate headquarters in - 


Milwaukee. 
“We have obtained a contract for 


Granite City Pre 


production of a fully. assembled 
frame for a Dodge light truck which 
should go into production toward 
the end of .1985, approximately 
November. It will employ about 150 
more persons than the Ford Taurus 
line,” he noted 

ASSEMBLY OF the Ford projec- 
tion line is underway at the Granite 
City plant and should employ about 
150 persons by May 1985. Pilot pro- 
duction on the Ford line is scheduled 
to begin by the end of this year. By 
full production toward the end of 
1985, the Ford line should employ ap- 
proximately 300 workers and the 


new Dodge line another 150, for a 
total of about 450 employees at the 
Granite City plant, Birchhill said. 

The good news also could create a 
larger market for steel from the 
Granite City Steel plant. Birchhill 
said all steel will be purchased ac- 
cording to competitive prices, but he 
predicted that much of the steel 
should be obtained locally. 

Birchhill declined to comment on 
rumors that negotiations may be 
underway for a third line here, 
possibly a line for General Motors 
cars. Asked if the two lines will fill 
the 500,000-square-foot plant, Bir-

Dodge line. Birchhill said some of 
the robots may operate on both tines, 
but some new presses and other 
equipment will be required for the 
Dodge line. No new rail spurs, 
building additions or other major 
changes will be required for the se- 
cond line, he said.

MESD sewage treatment rates increase today

Beginning today, Metro-East 
Sanitary. District customers served 
by the Lansdowne Sewage Treat- 
ment Plant will pay more for their 
sewage services. 

Last August, the MESD board ap- 


proved a 350 percent rate hike for 
those customers who reside in 
Madison, Venice, Brooklyn, Na- 
tional City, Washington Park, 
Caseyville, Fairmont City, East St. 
Louis and Stites and Canteen 
townships.

goes into effect today, MESD Ex- 
ecutive Director Walter ‘Shang’ 
Greathouse said the customers 
won’t pay higher bills until the 
January billing. 

More than 6,800 customers are 
served by the Lansdowne plant and, 
of those, 49 percent were paying a 
minimum bill of $1.95 per month. To- 
day, that payment raises to a 
minimum of $6.82 per month. In ad- 
dition, customers are being billed 
every two months instead of every 


* three. 


Greathouse has said that the rate 
increase will enable the MESD to 
raise the $1.5 million needed to tie in- 
to a regional treatment system in 
two years. The additional $4 million 
cost of such a project will come from 
astate grant. 

THE ILLINOIS Environmental 
Protection Agency has cited the 
Lansdowne Treatment Plant in the 


past for improper ‘operation and 
maintenance. The plant provides for 
primary treatment of effluent. 


At the time of the citation, the 
state told MESD that it could either 
build a new plant with primary and 
secondary sewage treatment at a 
cost of $11.2 million or join a regional 
system that would be serviced by the 
Granite City sewage treatment plant 
at a cost of $5.5 million. The Granite 
City plant .already has secondary 
treatment. MESD has opted for the 
least expensive alternative, with 75 
percent of the expense covered by 
grants. 


Greathouse emphasizes that the 
rate in¢rease will bring Lansdowne 
sewage treatment rates in line with 
those of neighboring districts, such 
as Granite City, which charges ap- 
proximately $6 per month for.

This is an open letter which I am 
sending to various media in 
response to a form letter, received 
yesterday from the Reagan-Bush 
election team and mailed in West- 
mont, Ill. 

The letter states that four years 
ago, Mr. Reagan, you made various 
promises to the American people 
and that you have kept those pro- 
mises.

The earlier date for activa- 
tion is due to the city-owned cable 
system in Madison already being in 
place, he explained. 

South-Western Cable TV, Ltd., and 
its parent company First Carolina 
Communications, Inc. of Rocky 
Mount, N.C., purchased the Madison 
cable network Oct. 9 for $515,000. 

THE MADISON cable system now 
is used solely to provide burglar 
alarm service to Madison businesses 
and senior residents. Initially, city 
officials believed they could operate 
their own cable TV network, a pro- 
posal which was nullified when 
home rule status was voted down in 
the community. 

Venice Mayor Tyrone Echols and 
Third Ward Alderman John Ervin 
questionéd free installation service 
being offered by the cable company 
in other area communities, noting 
the Venice franchise agreement 
calls for a reduced fee of $7.50 during 
the first 30 days after activation of 
the system 

Officials also challeged a state- 
ment by Carruth that a verbal com- 
mitment ito allow a free installation 
period was made by the firm at an 
earlier meeting, when it was 
described as a marketing tool. In 
response, Mayor Echols read the 
clause from the agreement. 

“I AM making this part of the 
records of this meeting tonight that 
we will offer citizens of Venice free 
installation for the first 30 days after 
the system is activated,” Carruth 
stated.

Venice signed a fran- 
chising contract with South-Western 
Cable TV in June. 

A work-ready estimate ‘enabling 
construction to begin in Venice only 
was received from Illinois Bell Mon- 
day, Carruth said, adding, ‘And, we 
started negotiating with them in Ju- 
oad 

SAYING THAT he understood the 
city of Madison denied easement ac- 
cess to reach Venice from the cable 
company’s Granite City network, 
resulting in a construction delay of 
the Venice cable system, Ervin 
questioned whether the same rules 
apply with Madison now wishing to 
extend its network to West Madison, 
an area separated by Venice city 
lines. 

Carruth replied, “‘No. You gave us 
that (easements) as part of the fran- 
chise and we already have the 
easements. I assure you we are not 
going any further ‘than Venice, 
unless there is a substantial period 
of growth.’ 

Mayor Echols commented, ‘‘It is 
disturbing to think we were at a cer- 
tain: point and then find out you 
¢ouldn’t get permission from our 
Sister city to use its poles.” 

CARRUTH said the cable firm had 
applied to the city of Madison for 
easements to use their poles but 
noted, ‘It became an economical 
matter and we were in the throes of 
negotiations with them for the sale 
of their complete nework for a cable 
system 

“We were-successful and now we 
don’t need to require approval for 
easements,"’ he added. 

Ervin questioned the firm's pro- 
cedures, commenting, ‘I think the 


cable TV firm played the city of 
Venice as the patsy.” 


“THAT IS NOT true,”. Carruth 
replied. ‘‘Let me assure you'we have 
not tried in any way to delay 
cosntruction. Part of my job is to see 
that it is done. 

“We've never had to deal with a 
utility before and we were not 
prepared for the delays we en- 
countered. We were at the mercy of 
the utilities and Venice was the first 
major account in this area.” 

Questioned about this remark, in 
light of the Granite City system, 
Carruth explained the GC network 
was in place when South-Western 
was purchased by Carolina Com- 
municatons last January. 


CARRU' said that work in the 
underground phase, such as 
pedestals id electric taps, fre- 
quently gets vandalized. if put mto 
the ground|too far ahead of the 
aerial work.

Opponents are the incumbent, 
Democrat Ronald ‘‘Rink” Lucas, 45, 
mayor of Maryville |and seeking a 
fourth four-year recorder term, and 
Republican Robert |E. Saksa, 57, 
Godfrey. 

SAKSA CONTENDS Lucas is ab- 
sent often | from his} County Cour- 
thouse office, and} asserts that 
modernization has been painfully 
slow. Lucas says the office is self- 
sustaining through fees and has been 
handling a record workload well. 

The recorder says| he fulfills his 
the day and 
handles his mayoral’ responsiblities 
on nights and weekends. 

Lucas says that, when gone during» 
the day, ‘‘I’m away on business—not 
golf or fishing. County officials are 
called on to go to a lot of places.”” 

LUCAS CITES a ‘‘qualified staff” 
and insists that it performs with 
great efficiency even though under- 
manned. He says other county of- 
ficials have forced him to operate 
with a smaller staff than earlier in 
his tenure. 

“Twelve years ago, we were still 
using an old dixograph machine. 
Then we went to microfilming and 
last year to computerization,” the 
official relates. 

“I’m hoping now to get that com- 
pletely on line; so it can be used as it 
should be. |However,.the past year 
has been exceptionally heavy in the 
volume of ‘property deeds to be 
recorded. 

“I WILL SEEK federal. shared 
revenue to buy computer software 
so that property records can be filed 
under parcel numbers, which are. 
now used by the treasurer and 
assessment supervisor. 

“I will ask for board permission to 
increase the recording fees by $1 so 
our files can be modernized.’”’ The 
added revenue would total about 
$30,000 yearly. 

From a tax standpoint, the 
recorder’s office ‘‘doesn’t cost tax- 
payers a dime,” Lucas emphasizes.

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Haine regrets 
seeking closed 
board session

‘The county board member who led 
the ¢ffort last week to fire Super- 
visor of Assessments James Barton 
says his resolution would have pass- 
ed if|the matter had been discussed 
in anjopen session 

William Haine, Alton, said at least 
three board members changed their 
minds during the executive session 
discussion and voted to retain Bar- 
ton. The vote to fire Barton was 16- 
12, short of the required two-thirds 
majarity. 

Haine said two weeks ago he 
thought it was best to discuss the 
issue of firing Barton in a closed ses- 
sion., He said he did not want the 
discussion to affect legal pro- 
ceedings against Barton, under in- 
dictment on 14 counts. 

Haine now says he made the 
wrong decision. 

“It’s sad the voters did not see and 
hear how some board members 
came forward, showed moral 
courage and were willing to make 
powerful people unhappy for the 
sakelof public good,” Haine said. 

“I regret calling for the closed ses- 
sion| The people have the right to 
know,” Haine said. 

“It's Jim Barton’s fault we were 
aiseyssing it and had to call a closed 
session in the first place. We should 
have aired it out.” 

Haine said that during the beginn- 
ing af the closed session, three board 
members declared they were in 
favor of Barton’s ouster. Haine said 
another board member appeared to 
support his resolution calling for 
removal from office. 

Hdine said those members were 
eventually swayed to oppose 
dismissal after speeches were made 
by board members from the Granite 
City area, where Barton lives. 

“dhe innuendoes by Barton sup- 
porters told these board members 
that they were merely casting stones 
against a man who was already on 
his Way out,” Haine said. 

“Qf course, that was clearly not 
the case. This was a battle waged for 
high/principles. If it was discussed in 
open| session, they wouldn’t have 
gone with Barton.”’ 

The board passed a resolution 
later asking that Barton take a leave 
of aljsence without pay until the end 
of his term, Dec. 31, or until the 
charges against him are cleared up. 

Hawever, that resolution is viewed 
as ddvisory only, and county of- 
figials say Barton is not willing to 
resign his post. 

County Board Chairman Nelson 
Haghauer has said he will not reap- 
point Barton when his term expires 
Dec! 31. 

Barton and three others were in- 
dicted by a grand jury Sept. 21. Bar- 
ton faces 14 charges after he alleged- 
ly Idwered several assessments for 
car |dealers. in exchange for con- 
tributions to a legal defense fund in- 
volving unrelated charges against 
him|made in 1982. 

It} was the second time in two 
yeats that Barton was indicted by a 
grand jury on charges related to 
ass¢ssment practices in the county 

“These grand juries are made up 
of people from all walks of life,” 
Haihe said. ‘That says something 
abolit Barton's negligence; it must 
be fhirly obvious 

“But Jim cultivates considerable 
friehdships, and that got him the 
votes he needed from the board — 
although some board members had 
to leaned on. The wouldn’t have 
happened if the inquiry would have 
beeh in a public forum.” 

There is still a possibility that Bar- 
ton|may be ousted from his office 
before his term expires, Haine said.

Chenevert, a manager with last and this year’s soc- 
cer squad before he resigned so he could help coach a 
youth team, was fatally injured Friday when he was 
struck by a car on Illinois Route 3 about 200 feet 
south of Rock Road. | 

It was a tragic thing, but if ever anything good has 
resulted from such a terrible incident this is the case. 

Chenevert died from his injuries at 3 p.m. Sunday 
at Cardinal Glennon Hospital. 

As he laid in a Coma Sunday and his parents con- 
templated that their 14-year-old son may not be 
revived from the coma, Mrs. Chenevert noticed the 
multitude of sickly children in the children’s hospital 

“There were so many young, deathy sick children 
there that I couldn’t allow Matthew’s body to be put 

~ in the ground when there was a chance that he may 
be able to help any of those children. Matthew was 
such a strong boy — filled with vigor — that it was 
,then that we decided that if his organs could help 
them we wanted them to,” Mrs. Chenevert said. 

“It was hard to believe that my Matthew would 
never wake up, but I’ve believed in organ transplants

sidered credits against any user 
chargers. 

It is ironic, at a time when the U.S. 
is facing a record trade imbalance 
and a record deficit in its balance of 
payments, that users of the Seaway 
are burdened by tolls, 
discourage shippers from using the. 


Seaway because of the price sen- 


sitivity of some commodities to 
transporation costs. 

The U.S. dominance in world trade 
of agricultural products has been 
withering like corn in a summer 
drought. 

Since the late 1970s, the U.S: share 
of the world wheat market has 
shriveled from 45 to 36 percent. 

Since 1980, the U.S. share of ex- 
ported coarse grains, such as corn, 
has fallen from 72 to 60 percent. -

Of additional concern has been the 
decline of exports of capital goods, 
which are generally considered to be 
the driving force of economic 
recovery and expansion. 

Clearly, steps need to be taken 
now to reverse these trends, and 
making our exports more com- 
petitive is one important way to ac- 
complish this. 

Congress must now take steps to 
ensure the competitive position of
